1 will now state, in brief, the cause 
of the establishment of this, tho 
South Carolina Institution for the 
deaf and dumb and the blind. A 
strange providence opened a way to 
it in the shape of a manual alphabet 
led for deaf-mutes. 

N. I\ Walker, the founder and 
principal of this institution, was once 
a schoolmaster. He taught a com- 
mon school for large spcakin / ehil- Massachusetts 
dren. They beckoned to Mr. Hugh- 
sum to accompany them to the I 
which he did with a manual alphabet 
in his pocket. He handed it t.o Mr. 
Walker who east his eyes ever it, 
tirely ignorant him h the d 

mule tii write and read. \ 
his pity towards Mr. Ilughston so 
much, that, he afterwards paid his 
attention to the novel wavof teaching 
Ihis class of people, which he, not 
kng afterwards, carried into elTi 
successfully under the smiles of Him 
who " maketh both the deaf to hear, 
and the dumb to speak." 

The alphabet it was that gave rise 
establishment of this institu- 
tion. I should haVe said that Mr. 
Walker hud chnrg-o of his school at 
Hobbysville, S. C.; about eighteen 
miles from where he bpferrbd the 
institution on his own hook, tic 
at his own expense or out of bis 
pooket. He went to Cave Spring, 
(Ja., and learned signs from Mr. Fan- 
nin for three months, and then re- 
turned to his pchool. 

In his first annual report, Mr. 
Walker, now deceased. Said as fol- 
lows :— " Little did I think a few 
years ago, that I would ever bo as I 
now find myself, surrounded by 
multiplied cares of so peculiar a 
character — children whose condition 
in life gives point to tho sacjodness 
of the trust, when indeed, at first, I 
aspired to nothing higher in this 
sphere of action, than the allevia- 
tion of tho intellectual condition of a 
few deaf-mute relatives of my wife." 

I think I can safely say that Mr. 
Walker opened tho institution with 
four deaf-mutes for the first time on 
the 's'2d of January, 1849. The first 
of the four pupils is now a teacher in 
this institution and the threo others 
have gone to their rest, if I do not 
mistake. I have been enjoying Mr. 
Bthghston's acquaintance and friend- 
ship there live years. He is It 
respected as a gentleman, i 
teacher and neighbor by those with 
whom he comes in contact. I can 
safely certify to tho truth of what I 
have said. If you were to meet him 
o face, you would tako him for 
a highly respectable speaking gentle- 
man at, first sight. Ho is proud of 
hisjieaf mute wife as a skilful cook, 
ami often treats me to sumptuous 
dinners which would satisfy the palate 
of the greatest epicurean that over 
trod upon the earth. He lives in a

A Cincinnati paper, in describing a 
deaf-mute service whieb wae held in 
thai city, says that there was a no- 
ticeable absence of the qniet which 
one expects at a religious meeting. 
The paper very charitably attributes 
it to the fact that deaf-mat*** do not 
beat the noise they arc making. This 
is the impression which prevails 
evatywhere among the general public, 
and which deaf-mutes well know is 
as erroneous as it, is widespread. 
Iks fact is, deaf-mutes can feel noise 
of the character described in the 
arBel* to which we refer. The slam- 
ming of a pew door is to the deaf- 
mate as clearly a noise as to the hear- 
ing person. The concussion caused 
is plainly felt, and can be avoided, if 
the mutes have any inclination to 
avoid it. The real reason why they 
do not care bow much noise is made, 
is became it does not disturb the 
equanimity of their neighbors, and 
is pleasing to themselves. It may 
seen strange to a hearing person, but 
we can state from personal observa- 
tion that jarring or grating or rasp- 
ing sounds are gratefully appreciated 
by the majority of deaf-mates. The 
Bawds that set a nervous person's 
teach M <m edge'' are the most plea- 
santly received by them. We 
have seen a young mate sawing a 
board, torn the saw so as to encoun- 
ter a runty nail that the plank con- 
tained, in order to experience the 
pleasurable effect the noise would 
have upon hie arms and body. How- 
ever, occurrences like that in the 
chscth is) Cincinnati should be pre- 
vented in future. A church is a place 
where 'noise should be suppressed. 
We hope those who read this will 
never be guilty of such neglect and 
groec carelessness as to disturb the 
worshipers in any church. Always 
step lightly, when entering or leav- 
ing a church, and while the sermon is 
being preached do not keep kicking 
yoXar feet sround. Then in the future 
we will not 1*5 obliged to blush when 
the " children of silence" (?) are held 
up to ridicule or made the objects of 
iaavdanste and mistaken sympathy. 



We have just received the Eleventh 
Annual Ileport of the Mackay Institu- 
tion, for the year ending Jane 30th, 
1*81. The attendance at the begin- 
ning of the term was 83 — 20 boys, and 
13 girls. But an unfortunate epidemic 
of sickness caused many to return to 
their home*, reducing the number of 
pupil* to 23. The report of the Prin- 
cipal, Thomas Widd, contains a 
classified list of studies pursued by 
each class. Eight pupils are taught 
drawing, and twelve receive instruc- 
tion in articulation and lip-reading. 
Since its establishment, the school 
has had eighty-one beneficiaries. Of 
this number thirty-one were born deaf, 
n lost their hearing by scarlet 
fever, i ;>inal men- 

ingitis. The remaining twenty-nine 
became deaf from a variety of dis- 
eases. Printing and carpentry are 
the trades taught The expenditures 
for the year amounted to a little over 
$7,000. The Report was printed by 
the pupils, and is a very creditable ex- 
hibit. A heliotype of the late Joseph 
Mackay, the donor of the institution 
building and grounds, is bound in 
with the pamphlet.

Tan Annual Report of the Western 
Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and dumb 
fot the year ending September 30th, 
1881, is on our table. The Institu 
tion is located at Turtle Creek, Pa. 
The report of the Directors pays a 
high tribute to the former principal, 
Prof. James H. I^ogan, who resigned 
on the 22d of October, 1880. His 
•accessor, Prof. J. A. McWborter, 
was formerly a teacher in the Wis- 
consin Institution, and also at one 
time Principal of the Louisiana Insti 
tution. Altogether lie had taught the 
ileal and dumb for twenty years. Con- 
cerning the articulation system the 
Report says: "Persuaded of the 
importance of articulation and lip. 
reading, not, however, as the sole or 
even the principal method of instruc- 
tion, or the great end to be achieved, 
or as possible for all, but as a valu- 
able accomplishment, the services of 
a teacher, who coraes to us highly re- 
commended, have been secured, and 
trash of the pupils as are likely to be 
benefited have been placed under 
instruction." The great need is 
aaaytw-jaaaaiuiiioalslltfiai for po 
pi c ae at buildings beiti»v iate.

Its Coursia Upheld and its 
Critios Condemmed. 



We have been aware for a long lime 
that the general opinion of those who 
gave the subject the leaRt thought, 
was, that literary association! among 
the deaf were of much benefit to the 
class. This being conceded, it ap- 
pears queer that in all our adult so 
pntiea, there should be such little 
mental improvement among the mem- 
ber?. Is this caused by the want of 
intelligence^ We think not, for many 
mutes who, Whatever may have 
their -standing while at school, are 
r at the various oooapa- 
tions' they pursue in gaiuiftg an 
lonesl living ; but it is also well 
known tliat they as a rule, are not 
gijoat readers, and therefore loose 
much information which other gain, 
by perusing the daily papers. It is 
ur Opinion that another reason 
fojr tin'*? state of things can be found 
in the subjects discussed in mute so- 
cieties. While many of the questions 
debated are good in their wny ; we 
have noticed time and again that 
those, which. agitate the general pub- 
ic are ignored, or if discussed at all, 
it is after the public has lost all in- 
terest in them. 

Something like the above appears 
to be the present pulicy of the Man 
hattan ■' Literary Association. At a J 
recent nit (Ting, tho committee whose | 
duty it is to select questions for debate. 
altered the members three, two of 
which were rejected as being rather 
ancient aud tho third only accepted 
because there appeared lit tie prospects 
of getting a better ; which was never 
theless a dead" olio and past resurree 
tion, consequently when debated, those 
wliQ ; took part, did so in a manner 
which plainly, indicated that they took 
little interest in it, while the gieater 
part of the audience was undoubted 
ly bored.
